Behind the News’

LUCK WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The official- bad luck” song 


was sung again when the Macon crashed. It is the same: 

tune heard when the United States, Britain and France lost each of 
the three airships each has had and Italy lost her one. Apparently 
no one has any good luck with dirigibles except Germany and her 
Herr Hitler. | 

This official tune was merely a-polite cover-up for an almost 
unanimous conviction inside the government that dirigibles are too 
expensive as war playthings. | 

Sea admirals have always sneered at them as fair-weather ships. 
Authorities will tell you off-the-record today that no more will be 
built. But, after all the current clamor*dies down, you will see 
money appropriated for another dirigible half the size of the Macon 
and the Akron. The navy general board has recommended it. There 
is a small but strong lighter-than-air clique in the navy which now 
has nothing to do. Salesmen for ships have been able to exert~ 
strong pressure in Washington at times in the past. They cannot 
do anything at this session of congress because of the state of gen- 
eral opinion, but they will certainly try at the next one. 


FREIGHT The real excuse offered inside the navy for both the 
Macon and Akron disasters is that the ships were 

too long (700 feet). 

Light structures cannot stand such length, they say, in terrific 
cross-wind pressure which can break them as you would a match. 

This excuse has made no great impression in view of the fact 
that earlier shorter ships have broken also. : - 

There has long been an unspoken tradition in the navy that the 
Germans are the only ones who can build and fly dirigibles. You 
may have noticed that the Germans are designing their latest one 
‘strictly for commercial use. This is probably the future of lighter- 
than-air craft. They will be the freight trains of the air. 


GRAVE DIGGING President Roosevelt is plodding along in 


his own unostentatious way with the dig- 
ging of a tax grave for the bonus. 

That was what inspired the latest shovelful of words thrown 
out by the White House on the government salaries legislation. In 
approving that legislation, Mr. Roosevelt said. ways would have to 
be found to pay the $16,000,000 extra budgetary expense involved 
in it “and any other new appropriations.” Everyone knew he meant 
the bonus. 


The fact is several extra budgetary appropriations are in the 
congressional fire, including $100,000,000 for social security and 
$60,000,000 for seed loans. These three will throw the regular 
budget into the red by $176,000,000. 

This would not cause much fretting in a year when nearly five 
billions will be spent outside the budget, except that the bonus is 
coming along. 

The president is going to insist that it carry taxes to pay it. 


CONFUSION The tax talk has been rather warm on the inside 

lately. It started several weeks ago’ Authorita- 
tive New Dealers began to wag their heads confidentially in the 
presence of outsiders and murmur that they were going to have to 
increase taxes this year. Not a word has been said officially, but 
inspired stories have been broadcast that a general bill increasing 
taxes will be introduced in March. 

Some skeptics have suspected this was-part of the bonus strat- 
egy and have remained’ unconvinced. They may be wrong. 

It is certain that a small resolution will be passed renewing some 
of the taxes which expire this year. The general assumption has 
been that it would not include any increase. This is still the gen- 
eral, but decidedly uncertain, assumption. 


RESTITUTION Liberal senators are prying into the AAA shake- 

up to see for themselves what happened. There 

has been some cloakroom talk about a senatorial investigation, espe- 

cially to ascertain if any distributors were overjoyed at the change.

What probably will happen is that the New Deal will make some 
pay restitution to those who were fired, or else find jobs for them 
elsewhere in the government. There will be no senate investigation 
unless. the AAA purge is carried further.

E. Smith, prominent saloon keepers, 
have been joined in their new pro- 
fession by a distinguished colleague, 
Jack Dempsey, the old heavyweight 
Mr. Dempsey is opening 
his saloon, grill and sportsmen’s rest 
in the old Morning Telegraph building 
across the street from Madison Square 
Garden. He will be on hand during 


regular business hours to shake hands 
with his customers, autograph menus 
and tell each one, individually, his 
version of the historic long count that 
night in Chicago when Mr. Gene Tun- 
ney gave his spirited exhibition of the 
dashing advance to the rear. 


Unfortunately, the title Jack’s Place 
has been more or less preempted on 
behalf of Mr. Rockefeller Jr., by his 
customers. Therefore, Mr. Dempsey, 
rather than cause any unpleasantness, 
has decided to call his sportsmen’s 
rest Jack Dempsey’s Place. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s place, as many 
persons already know, is on the 65th 
floor of Rockefeller City and Mr. 
Smith’s is on the 86th floor of the 
Empire State building. The fine, 
technical point has been made that 
Mr. Rockefeller’s place, having no 
stand-up bar, is not properly a saloon 
but more correctly a night club. How- 
ever, a certain odium attacks to the 
term night club. 


Cultural It is remembered that 
the late Legs Diamond 
Name. and other undesirable 
characters once were the 
leading magnates of the night club 
profession and that many respectable 
citizens were clipped in night clubs. 
Therefore, in view of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler’s clear record, it is generally pre- 
ferred to refer to his place by the 
more wholesome name of saloon and 
dance hall. The police report that it 
is a refined, orderly place, no com- 
plaints having been received of fight- 
ing, clipping or offensive dancing. 
Mr. Rockefeller, being of a rather 
retiring nature, does not mix with his 
customers and talk over the old days 
when he was contributing large sums 
to the Anti-Saloon League. But Mr. 
Smith, always an easy mixer, makes 
frequent personal appearances in his 
saloon when he is in town. Like Mr. 
Dempsey, Mr. Smith shakes hands 
with the sightseers, gives them his au- 
tograph and builds up his business by 
the personal touch. It is not to be 
inferred, however, that this personal 
attention to business is intended as a 
precaution against the legendary bar- 
tenders’ share-the-wealth program of 
tossing the receipts into the air with 
a proviso that all money which sticks 
to the ceiling belongs to the house. 
This share-the-wealth program is an 
exploded fallacy, as everyone knows 
that money tossed into the air will not 
stick to the ceiling. 


Good Wil] Saleon lovers of the 

new school are eagerly

an old sentimental saloon keepers cus- 
tom of cleaning out the till of an 
evening and taking a crowd of friends 


gesture of good will. The late John 
L. Sullivan used to do this and se 
sentimental was he that in time he 
‘found himself hanging around rival 
saloons exclusively and shaking hands 
with his rivals’ customers who flocked 
to see him. Often, running out of 
cash to spend with his rivals, Mr. 
Sullivan would send a messenger down 
to his saloon for fresh money and, 
finally, his bartenders had no money 
to send. The customers were all fol- 
lowing Mr. Sullivan around the other 
saloons and avoiding his place because 
they wanted to shake the hand of 
John L, Sullivan. 

That, of course, was carrying the 
amenity to a foolish extreme, but it 
would be a revival of a pretty little 
tradition if Mr. Rockefeller should 
drop into Al's Place and the Sports- 
men’s Rest to give his rivals a plas, 
as the saying used to go, and they 
should make a point of calling on him 
and one another.
